Women  Pharmacists  Discuss  Nationalisa- 

n.— Mrs.  J.  K.  Irvine,  M.B.E.,  a  member 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
ciety,  addressed  a  meeting  of  the  National 
.sociation  of  Women  Pharmacists  in 
mdon  on  December  6,  her  subject  being 
The  Nationalisation  of  Pharmacy."  Mrs. 
vine  defined  nationalisation  as  denoting 
e  taking  over  and  management  by  the 
;ate  of  anything  of  public  utility,  and 
loted  Mr.  Herbert  Morrison's  words,  "the 
b  of  nationalisation  is  to  expand,  not  to 
it  down,  production  and  to  improve 
lality  and  to  lower  prices."  The  part  that 
larmacy  would  be  expected  to  play  in  a 
ational  Health  Service  had  not  yet  been 
Lentioned  in  either  the  White  Paper  on 
le  health  service  or  in  the  White  Paper 
1  social  security,  but  it  would  have  to 
ike  an  important  place.  Pharmacy  had  a 
oint  Committee  which  had*  outlined  an 
dministrative  structure  for  pharmacy  in 
le  new  service.  Could  pharmacy  provide 
ie  most  efficient  service  by  an  extension 
f  the  present  N.H.I,  scheme  or  by  com- 
ining  this  system  with  a  chain  of  health 
sntres?  There  was  no  doubt  that  phar- 
lacy  could  be  regarded  as  coming  into  the 
ublic  utility  class,  hen,ce  it  was  a  service 


to  which  nationalisation  could  be  applied 
to  the  benefit  of  the  community.  The 
Minister  of  Health,  when  addressing  medi- 
cal students,  had  said  that  the  doctor  would 
be  no  more  controlled  in  the  way  he  treated 
his  patients  in  a  health  centre  than  any- 
where else.  Mrs.  Irvine  felt  that  there  was 
no  reason  why  pharmacists  in  a  health 
centre  should  not  have  the  same  freedom. 

Mr.  Mallinson  at  Enfield. — There  was  a 
well-attended  meeting  of  the  Enfield  Chem- 
ists' Association  on  December  4  to  discuss 
the  Government's  White  Paper  on  health. 
Mr.  A.  R.  Cross  presided.  Points  of  in- 
terest were  raised  by  Mr.  Atkinson  and 
other  members,  particular  reference  being 
made  to  the  possible  formation  of  a  new 
class  of  pharmacists  practising  real  phar- 
macy under  the  new  scheme ;  remuneration 
linked  with  the  secent  wage  agreements; 
probable  participation  of  chain  stores  in 
the  scheme;  and  possible  payment  for 
total  services  or  dispensing  only  under  the 
National  Health  proposals.  Mr.  Mallinson 
stressed  that  it  would  be  a  mistake  if 
pharmacists  regarded  the  White  Paper 
health  proposals  as  a  new  era  approaching 
in  pharmacy,  but  that  they  must  realise 
the  whole  future  was  at  stake.  They  had 
to  fight  to  establish  the  right  to  dispensing, 
and  get  the  contract  in  the  new  National 
Health  scheme.  A  reasonable  remunera- 
tion must  be  obtained,  based  on  the  value 
of  the  chemists'  services  to  the  community, 
and  the  standard  of  those  services  lay  in 
the  hands  of  pharmacists  themselves.  If 
the  recent  wage  agreements  were  to  be 
considered,  it  should  not  be  in  relationship 
with  war-time  conditions,  but  in  the  light 
of  past  experience.  Of  paramount  impor- 
tance was  the  fact  that  wages  were  pegged 
for  the  post-war  period.  Chain  stores 
could  not  be  prevented  from  participating 
in  the  new  National  Health  scheme  unless 
.  a  time  clause  operated.  Taking  all  things 
into  consideration,  however,  the  outlook 
for  pharmacy  today  was  better  than  it  had 
ever  been  before.  A  full-time  proprietor 
,  would  receive  remuneration  from  the 
health  authorities  at  rates  calculated  by 
Government  experts,  after  a  comprehensive 
inquiry  and  taking  all  aspects  of  a  chemist's 
business  into  account.  Pharmacists  had  to 
face  the  reality  that  the  Government  knew, 
from  the  facts  in  their  possession,  what 
rates  to  offer  for  participation  in  the  new 
scheme.  On  the  other  hand,  the  N.P.U. 
would  negotiate  for  a  scale  of  payment 
based  on  increased  dispensing.  Mr.  Night- 
ingale moved  a  vote  of  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Mallinson. 
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Tetanus  Defeated  in  U.S.  Army. — The 

United  States  War  Department  announced 
recently  that  tetanus  had  been  virtually 
eliminated  in  the  American  armed  forces 
as  a  result  of  compulsory  immunisation  of 
all  officers  and  men. 

"Tropical"  Chocolate. — About  198 
million  bars  of  tropical  chocolate  are  being 
purchased  by  the  quartermaster's  depart- 
ment of  the  U.S.  Army  for  resale  overseas 
in  tropical  climates.  The  chocolate  has 
proved  satisfactory  in  laboratory  tests  up 
to  1200  F.,  the  melting-point  of  ordinary 
chocolate  being  850  F. 

Blood  Flown  Daily  to  Paris. — The  United 
States  War  Department  announced  re- 
cently that  the  United  States  Army  Air 
Force  Air  Transport  Command  was  flying 
if  tons  (3,5001b.)  of  whole  blood  daily 
from  the  United  States  to  Paris.  After 
being  unloaded  from  the  transport  aircraft, 
the  blood  packages  are  rushed  to  the  front 
by  air  or  by  lorry. 

Insect-repellent  Uniform. — A  new  army 
uniform  that  repels  insects  has  been 
described  by  United  States  Army  officers. 
It  was  stated  that,  in  a  test  in  which  a 
number  of  men  sat  for  an  hour  and  a  half 
in  the  worst  mosquito-infested  spot  that 
could  be  found,  men  wearing  the  old-type 
uniform  averaged  nineteen  bites  per  man, 
whilst  those  wearing  the  new  uniform 
averaged  less  than  one  bite. 

Steenbock  Patent  Upheld. — The  Federal 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  recently  withdrew 
an  earlier  opinion  which  had  invalidated 
the  Steenbock  patent  (held  by  the  Wisconsin 
Alumni  Research  Foundation).  The  earlier 
decision  was  that  a  process  using  sunlight 
could  hot  be  patented,  since  solar  energy 
was  available  to  all  mankind,  and  that, 
while  the  Steenbock  patent  was  an  invalu- 
able discovery,  it  was  not  an  invention. 

Government  Vitamin  Purchases. — During 
the  first  six  months  of  1944  the  United 
States  Government  purchased,  for  Lease- 
Lend  purposes,  2,331,968  oz.  ascorbic  acid 
powder;  39,038,013  M  units  fish  liver  oil 
(vitamin  A) ;  7,000  kilos  ketagulonic  acid  ; 
1,520,236,000  multi-vitamin  tablets;  37,604 
kilos  nicotinamide;  42,106  lb.  nicotinic 
acid;  140,000  gm.  riboflavin  tablets; 
80,900  lb.  sorbose;  and  5,080  kilos  thia- 
mine hydrochloride. 

Spray  Jets  for  Cosmetics. — A  method  of 
presenting  cosmetics  suggested  in  a  recent 


issue  of  "Drug  and  Cosmetic  Industry,' 
involves  the  use  of  a  small  steel  cylindei 
similar  to  that  used  for  aerating  water  ii 
a  well-known  product,  and  encased  in  £ 
container  of  plastic  material.  The  com 
pressed  gas  would  create  the  necessary 
pressure  to  spread  deodorants,  sun  tar 
lotions,  skin  fresheners,  perfumes,  etc. 
direct  on  to  the  skin. 

Suggested  U.S. P.  Changes. — Opinions  an 
being  sought  by  the  United  States  Pharma 
copceia  Revision  Committee  on  proposal; 
to  give  the  English  title  first  place  amonj 
official  pharmacopceial  titles,  and  relegat< 
the  Latin  title  to  second  place  or  drop  ii 
altogether;  to  rearrange  the  book  b) 
placing  active  therapeutic  agents  in  a  firsl 
section,  followed  'by  sections  of  surgica 
aids,  diagnostic  agents,  and  substance; 
classified  as  "pharmaceutical  necessities" 
and  to  classify  medicinal  agents  according 
to  therapeutic  use. 

Clothes-washing  in  Sea  Water. — A  neu 

sea-water  laundry  process,  making  use  o: 
various  chemicals  at  controlled  tempera 
turesV  was  given  a  practical  test  recently  or 
board  a  United  States  hospital  ship.  Th( 
process  was  found  to  save  approximate^ 
4,480  gall,  of  fresh  water  daily,  fresh  watei 
being  used  only  in  the  rinsing  operation 
On  shore,  results  were  no  less  far-reaching 
Where  formerly  shiploads  of  dirty  liner 
were  processed  by  a  hospital  laundry  a 
the  port,  the  shore  laundry  was  relieved  o: 
overload  ;  increased  efficiency  resulted.  Th< 
new  sea-water  laundry  process  is  to  b< 
installed  on  hospital  and  troop  ships  anc 
on  island  bases  where  fresh  drinking  watei 
is  scarce. 

United  States  National  Research  Cor 
poration. — The  October  issue  of  "Harper; 
Magazine"  describes  the  work  of  th< 
National  Research  Corporation.  Starting 
"from  scratch"  in  Boston  in  1940,  th< 
Corporation  has  now  become  one  of  th< 
most  successful  of  the  war-born  industrie; 
in  the  United  States.  The  novelty  of  th< 
National  Research  Corporation,  the  write: 
declares,  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  core  of  th< 
company  is  ideas  rather  than  products 
At  present  the  Corporation  is  confining 
itself  strictly  to  war  work,  but  almos 
everything  that  national  research  has  done 
especially  in  the  fields  of  dehydrating  food: 
and  drugs  and  in  the  reduction  of  ligh' 
metals,  is  considered  to  have  peace-tim< 
possibilities.

{  Continuing  Detriment 

The  remarks  of  Dr.  N.  Sapeika  at  a 
Meeting  of  the  Cape  Medico-Legal  Society 
t>.  614),  though  primarily  applicable  to 
bnditions  in  South  Africa,  convey  a  warn- 
ag  to  pharmacists  in  other  countries,  in- 
luding  our  own.  Specially  noteworthy  is 
as  observation  that  "the  professional 
raining  and  privileges  of  pharmacists  in 
[ompounding  and  dispensing  had  to  a 
krge  extent  been  reduced  to  a  matter  of 
trapping  up .  some  highly  advertised  pre- 
aration.  .  .  ."  In  Great  Britain  this 
rouble  has  been  familiar  for  several  years, 
n  the  presidential  address  of  Dr.  G. 
tlaridge  Druce  at  the  British  Pharma- 
^utical  Conference  of  1901 — one  of  the 
nest  of  a  long  series — there  is  a  passage 
[luch  to  the  point.  Proprietary  medicines, 
^id  Dr.  Druce,  "were  in  former  days  sold 
y  stationers  and  newspaper  agents  .  .  . ; 
kit,  after  all,  these  were  open  enemies; 
he  greatest  foes  are  those  of  one's  own 
[ousehold,  such  as  the  proprietary  article 
with  which  our  physicians  are  profusely 
jampled,  and  which  make  dispensing,  which 
t  one  time  was  both  pleasant  and  profit- 
ble,  neither  agreeable  nor  remunerative 

I  .  .  not  seldom  the  prescription  neces- 
itated  some  call  upon  the  intellectual 
acuity  and  one's  chemical  or  pharma- 
leutical  training  proved  of  service ;  now, 
[men  two  pills  No.  4  (Brown  &  Jones)  are 
Irdered,  with  someone  else's  mist,  bismuthi 
[nd  another  person's  liniment,  a  natural 
beling  of  injury  is  experienced  by  the 
pharmacist,  who  .  .  .  feels  that  the  phy- 
ician  is  tacitly  telling  him  he  has  little 
onfidence  in  his  knowledge."  This  posi- 
ion  has  not  become  less  detrimental  dur- 
ng  the  intervening  forty-three  years.  If  it 
vere  to  be  accepted  that  pharmacists 
[ualify  for  the  purpose  of  handing  out 
eady-made  medicaments,  discussions  on 
ducational  changes  would  gradually  becom  e 
mimportant. 

Jaume  de  Vie 

The  balsams  in  your  "Quiz"  on  p.  578 
.re  both  of  considerable  interest.  Here  I 
an  notice  only  the  first  of  them,  now  re- 
presented by  compound  decoction  of  aloes. 
*he  name  "Baume  de  Vie,"  dating  from 
[bout  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century, 
s  attributed  to  a  Paris  apothecary  named 

II  Lievre  (with  an  alternative  spelling) ; 
he  formula,  allowing  for  slight  variations 
ti  the  proportions  of  the  ingredients,  is 
jlder.  It  has  been  traced  to  1715,  in  which 


year  a  certain  David  de  Spina  announced 
the  sale  of  an  Elixir  Pestientiale  de  Spina. 
The  ingredients  were  aloes,  rhubarb,  Venice 
treacle,  saffron,  myrrh,  troches  of  agaric, 
zedoary,  gentian,  white  sugar  and  spirit  of 
wine.  (At  this  distance  of  time,  the  pro- 
portions may  be  omitted.)  Whether  de 
Spina  was  the  originator  or  not,  this  type 
of  balsam  or  elixir  became  popular  in 
Western  Europe  under  such  names  as 
Swedish  Elixir  and  Elixir  of  Long  Life.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  its  success  was 
largely  due  to  the  benefit  derivable  from 
small,  repeated  doses  of  an  aromatic  laxa- 
tive in  contrast  to  the  unsatisfactory  action 
of  massive,  cathartic  doses  of  the  same  or 
a  similar  galenical.  A  manuscript  recipe  of 
this  type  sent  to  you  some  years  ago  by  a 
correspondent  (C.  &  D.,  1929.  I.  175)  was 
reputed  to  have  been  treasured  by  a  family 
noted  for  longevity;  the  grandfather  of 
the  Swedish  physician  who  had  owned  the 
transcript  lived  to  the  age  of  130,  the  father 
to  that  of  112,  and  the  physician  himself 
died  prematurely  when  only  102,  through  a 
fall  from  his  horse.  Possibly  the  preparation 
has  not  always  thus  lived  up  to  its  name. 

Pharmacy  in  the  U.S.S.R. 

The  second  of  your  series  of  articles  on 
pharmacy  in  the  country  that  for  short  we 
call  Russia  (p.  608)  fully  maintains  the 
interest  aroused  by  the  first.  It  is  clear 
that  we  have  much  to  learn  from  phar- 
maceutical customs  in  Moscow,  and  that 
some  of  them  might  be  transplanted,  with 
suitable  modifications,  to  this  country. 
The  impressive  figures  given  are  backed  by 
facts  disclosing  many  activities.  Without 
attempting  to  mention  all,  or  nearly  all,  of 
these,  I  may  instance  the  pharmacy  bul- 
letin ;  the  reports  from  the  Pharmacy 
Board  to  meetings  of  doctors ;  and  the 
information  sent  daily  from  pharmacies  to 
certain  medical  institutions.  Equally  note- 
worthy are  the  small  subsidiary  factories 
belonging  to  the  Board,  and  what  may  be 
called  its  shopfitting  department.  The 
arrangement  by  which  dispensers  can  work 
while  seated  is  at  fir,st  sight  surprising,  and 
one  would  like  to  ascertain  its  effect  on  out- 
put. Probably  some  types  of  operation  are 
better  suited  to  a  sedentary  position  than 
others.  Of  interest,  too,  would  be  statistics 
of  the  prescriptions  dispensed  by  individual 
pharmacists  in  an  average  day.  This  mat- , 
ter,  it  will  be  remembered,  came  before  a 
recent  conference  on  the  proposed  National 
Health  Service.  XrQVSer

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A  HISTORY  OF  INHALATION  AN/ESTHETICS

PROBABLY  the  first  recorded  use  of 
inhalation  anaesthesia  is  by  Arabian 
physicians  at  Cordova  in  a.d.  1150, 
when  a  combination  of  aconite,  datura  and 
henbane  was  employed.  This  mixture,  which 
was  called  a  "  soporific  sponge,"  was  revived 
in  the  thirteenth  century,  but  its  con- 
stituents were  altered  to  opium,  henbane,

First  Use  of  Ether 

In  1847  the  European  world  was  startlec 
by  a  report  from  America  that,  by  the  con- 
tinuous inhalation  of  sulphuric  ether,

mulberry  juice,  lettuce,  hemlock,  mandra- 
gora  and  ivy.  It  was  inhaled  from  a  sponge 
by  the  patient,  who  was  subsequently  re- 
vived by  applications  of  fennel  juice  to  the 
nostrils.  Paracelsus,  who  died  in  a.d.  1541, 
has  a  passage  in  his  "Avreoli  Ph.:  Theo- 
phrasti  Paracelsi  Op."  (vol.  2,  p.  197),  in 
which  he  recommends  the  addition  of  sul- 
phuric ether  instead  of  opium. 

Early  Experiments 

Surgeons  had  endeavoured  for  many 
years  to  find  a  way  of  rendering  operations 
painless  and,  by  removing  the  pain,  obvi- 
ating the  shock  to  the  system  which  so 
often  interferes  with  the  success  of  a  severe 
operation.  It  was  proved  that  a  half-con- 
scious patient  bore  any  surgical  operation 
involving  the  sensory  nerves  less  well  than 
one  who  was  quite  conscious,  and  that  he 
offered  greater  resistance  to  the  manipula- 
tions of  the  surgeon.  Early  in  the  nine- 
teenth century,  therefore,  draughts  of  the 
mandragora  vernalis  and  poppy  juice  were 
no  longer  administered  in  the  operating 
theatre.  Nerve  compression,  the  so-called 
magnetic  sleep,  and  Braid's  hypnotic  state 
also  fell  into  disuse,  though  all  had  been 
formerly  recommended  and  tried  for  the 


harmless  sleep  could  be  produced  which 
quickly  passed  off  and  during  which  any 
surgical  operation  could  be  performed  with- 
out causing  the  patient  any  pain.  Valerius 
Cordus  first  discovered  ether  in  15 15  by 
heating  alcohol  and  oil  of  vitriol  together, 
adding  the  alcohol  in  a  continuous  stream. 
The  product,  which  floated  on  the  top  of 
the  distillate,  was  called  by  him  "oleum 
vitrioli  dulce."  This  discovery,  however, 
attracted  no  attention.  Two  hundred  years 
later,  in  1729,  Froben,  a  German  phar- 
macist living  in  London,  produced  a  distil- 
late which  he  called  "ether,"  but  kept  the 
method  of  production  a  secret.  Stahl,  in 
Berlin,  produced  ether  in  1731,  and  this, 
too,  was  called  "sulphuric  ether,"  as  it  was 
regarded  as  a  modification  of  sulphuric  acid 
until  1807,  when  Boullay  showed  that  it 
could  also  be  made  by  using  phosphoric  acid. 

C.  W.  Long,  Athens,  U.S.A.,  narcotised 
some  patients  with  ether  in  1843,  but  did 
not  publish  any  account  of  the  effects. 
About  the  same  time,  Charles  Jackson,  a 
Boston  pharmacist,  tested  the  soporific 
effect  of  ether  on  himself,  and  its  complete 
anaesthetic  effect  upon  some  of  his  students. 
Jackson  communicated  with  a  Mr.  W.  T.  G. 
Morton,  a  dental  practitioner,  and  sug- 
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ted  to  him  the  use 
tising 


of  ether  as  a  nar- 
agent  during  the  extraction  of 
sth.  So  successful  were  the  results,  that 
rton  suggested  its  use  in  surgery  to  a 
.  Warren,  and  on  October  17,  1846,  in 
e  presence  of  some  of  his  colleagues, 
arren  removed  a  tumour  from  the  neck 
a  man  under  the  influence  of  ether.

Ethyl  Chloride 

For  some  years,  ether,  in  the  form  of  a 
spray,  had  been  employed  to  produce 
anaesthesia  of  sup- 
erficial parts  of  the 
skin  or  mucous 
membrane,  the 
insensibility  being 
in  some  measure 
induced  by  the  re- 
sulting cold.  Szu- 
mann  ("Therapeu- 
tische  Monatsch- 
afte,"  1888)  seems 
to  have  been  the 
first  to  recommend 
the  use  of  ethyl 
chloride  instead, 
and  also  to  recom- 
mend its  use  as  a 
means  of  producing 
a  complete  narcosis 
by  inhalation. 

Nitrous  Oxide 

Priestley  discovered  nitrous  oxide  gas  in 
1776,  and  called  it  "  dephlogisticated 
nitrous  air."  Humphry  Davy  discovered 
its  composition  and,  in  1779,  found  out  its 
intoxicating  effect  by  experimenting  upon 
himself.  But  although  he  knew  of  the 
intoxicating  effect  of  the  gas,  he  did  not 
know  that  it  could  produce  complete 
J  insensibility.  Wells,  an  American 
,  I  dentist,  having  v/itnessed  the  intoxi- 
I  j  eating  effects  of  the  gas  at  a  lecture  on 
chemistry,  conceived  the  idea  in  1844 
of  using  it  for  the  purpose  of  lessening 
sensibility.  He  had  a  decayed  tooth 
extracted  during  narcosis  induced  by 
nitrous  oxide,  and  so  successful  was  the 
operation  that  he  made  great  efforts  to 
introduce  this  method  for  general  use. 
The  introduction,  however,  of  ether  and 
chloroform  a  few  years  afterwards  made 
this  impossible.  In  1868  the  action 
of  the  gas  was  thoroughly  investigated 
in  Europe,  and  on  March  31  of  that 
year,  at  the  Dental  Hospital  in  London, 
the  first  tooth  was  extracted  while  the 
patient  was  under  its  influence.  Since 
then  the  use  of  nitrous  oxide  has  been 
indispensable  in  dental  operations. 
A  large  number  of  substances  and 
mixtures  of  one  sort  and  another  have  been 
suggested  for  inhalation  anaesthesia  instead 
of  chloroform  and  ether.  The  latest  new- 
comer is  trichloroethylene,  first  used  in  this 
country  a  few  years  ago,  but  there  is  con- 
siderable doubt  whether  this  will  displace 
ether  altogether. 
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SOME  TROPICAL  DISEASES  AND  THEIR  TREATMENT

Diseases  due  to  Animal 
Parasites 

Schistosomiasis  or  bilharziasis  is  a  disease 
of  the  intestinal  and  urinary  tracts  due  to 
infestation  by  species  of  the  trematode 
worm,  Schistosoma.  The  worms  are  widely 
distributed,  and  schistosomiasis  is  prevalent 
in  Africa,  where  it  is  due  to  Schistosoma 
hcematobium  and  S.  mansoni,  and  especially 
in  Egypt  and  areas  irrigated  by  the  Nile. 
S.  hcsmatobium  is  also  found  in  Western 
Asia  and  the  near  East,  while  S.  mansoni  is 
responsible  for  the  disease  in  South  America. 
5.  japonicum  infestations  are  found  in 
Japan,  China,  the  Philippines  and  other 
parts  of  the  Far  East. 

The  larva  or  miracidium  of  the  parasite 
develops  in  an  intermediate  host — a  species 
of  fresh- water  snail.  In  Egypt  the  miracidia 
of  5.  hcematobium  pass  into  Bulinus  trun- 
catus,  B.  dybow <ski  or  B.  innesi,  those  of 
S.  mansoni  into  Planorbis  boissyi.  In  the 
host  the  larva  develops  into  a  sporoeyst, 
which  multiplies  to  form  daughter  sporo- 
cysts.  These,  in  turn,  produce  large  numbers 
of  ciliated  organisms  known  as  cercariae, 
which  are  discharged  into  water.  The 
cercariae  are  capable  of  penetrating  unbroken 
skin  or  mucous  membrane,  and  thus  enter- 
ing the  blood  stream  of  man.  Thence  they 
pass  to  the  liver,  where  they  develop  into 
the  adult  form  and  where  the  female 
produces  eggs. 

Adult  5.  mansoni  and  5.  japonicum  are 
found  in  the  portal  vein,  and  result  in 
intestinal  infestation.  The  eggs,  which  are 
laid  in  the  lining  tissues,  pass  out  by  the 
rectum.  S.  hcsmatobium  inhabits  the  pelvic 
plexuses,  and  the  eggs  are  laid  in  the  bladder 
wall  to  pass  out  with  the  urine.  They  hatch 
in  fresh  water,  and  the  life  cycle  starts 
again.  It  is  possible  that  troops  returning 
to  this  country  may  bring  the  parasite  with 
them,  and  although  the  known  hosts  are 
absent  in  Great  Britain,  some  indigenous 
snails  may  prove  capable  of  acting  in  the 
place  of  them — that  associated  with  liver 
nuke  in  sheep,  for  example.  Control  of 
schistosomiasis  consists,  as  in  all  helminthic 
diseases,  in  breaking  the  life  cycle.  With 
Schistosoma  this  is  most  easily  done  by 
concentrating  on  the  host  and  the  environ- 
ment outside  the  body ;  by  eliminating  the 
snails  with  a  one-part-per-million  copper 
sulphate  solution ;   by  screening  the  snails 


off  from  water  supplies  by  fine-mesl 
coverings ;  and  by  destroying  the  cercariz 
by  chlorination  or  cresylation.  In  al 
endemic  areas  every  care  must  be  taken  | 
ensure  the  purity  of  water  supplies. 

Symptoms  and  Treatment  of  Bilharziasis 

Infection  of  the  bladder  is  first  shown 
the  passing  of  urine  containing  blood,  thl 
haemorrhage  being  due  to  wounds  madeii 
the  walls  by  the  spined  eggs.  In  intestina 
infections,  the  symptoms  may  not  at  firs 
be  noticed,  but  eventually  ulcers  ar< 
formed,  which  set  up  diarrhoea  and  dysen 
tery.  Later  stages,  in  both  urinary  anc 
intestinal  infections,  may  be  slight  oi 
serious.  Antimony  and  potassium  (o] 
sodium)  tartrate  injected  intravenously  h 
effective,  but  it  has  been  largely  replaced 
by  stibophen,  with  which  cures  are  obtained 
in  the  majority  of  cases.  Stibophen  is 
particularly  useful  in  treating  infestations 
due  to  5.  hcsmatobium.  Where  the  patienl 
is  intolerant  to  antimony,  and  in  young 
children,  intramuscular  injections  of  eme- 
tine hydrochloride  may  be  given.  Emetine 
periodide  has  been  well  reported  upon. 

Filariasis 

Filariasis  is  a  general  term  under  which 
are  classified  nematode  infections  due  to 
worms  of  the  order  Filarioidea.  It  includes 
the  disease  due  to  the  guinea  worm  and 
known  as  dracontiasis.  The  Filarioidecs  are 
thread-like  worms  which  inhabit  the  glands 
and  lymph  vessels,  connective  tissue  and 
body-cavities.  The  guinea-worm  disease 
(dracontiasis)  mainly  affects  natives,  and 
is  common  among  Indian  and  native  troops. 
Cases  may  occur  among  white  personnel. 
The  condition  is  common  in  East  Africa, 
Persia,  India  and  parts  of  tropical  South 
America.  It  is  caused  by  Dracunculus 
medinensis,  the  female  of  which  is  some- 
times as  long  as  3  ft.  The  male  worm,  which 
is  rarely  longer  than  1  in.,  dies  soon  after 
fertilising  the  female.  The  worm,  containing 
the  embryos,  moves  towards  the  surface  oi 
the  skin,  where  it  forms  a  blister.  This,  od 
contact  with  water,  effects  the  discharge  oi 
the  embryos,  a  process  which  takes  several 
weeks. 

The  embryos  inhabit  a  cyclops,  Cyclops 
quadricornis,  as  an  intermediate  host. 
When  this  is  swallowed  (in  the  drinking 
water,  for  example)  the  larvae  escape  from 
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dead  cyclops  into  the  body.  There  is 
me  obscurity  regarding  the  stages  be- 
reen  the  entry  of  the  larva  and  the 
esence,  about  a  year  later,  of  the  gravid 
male  at  the  surface  of  the  skin. 
The  presence  of  the  guinea  worm  cause's 
rtain  discomfort,  but  few  other  symptoms 
Ltil  the  worm  reaches  the  surface  of  the 
in,  when  urticaria  may  appear  and  there 
ay  be  nausea  and  vomiting,  occasionally 
th  slight  fever.  The  affected  part  is 
luched  with  water  until  the  worm  has 
scharged  its  embryos.  When  this  has 
en  done,  the  worm  may  be  withdrawn, 
eat  care  being  taken  to  prevent  its  rup- 
re.  The  precaution  is  specially  important 
here  the  worm  is  deep-seated.  Injection 
phenothiazine  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
e  worm  facilitates  its  removal,  as  does 
so  the  injection  of  anaesthetics  to  inhibit 
ovement,  or  of  antiseptics  such  as  mer- 
ric  chloride,  to  kill  the  worm. 

ther  Nematode  Infections 

Numerous  other  infestations  are  due  to 
e  filarioid  worms,  the  most  important 
ing  due  to  Waucheria  (Filaria)  bancrofti 
hich  is  common  in  tropical  Africa,  South 
merica,  India,  China,  the  West  Indies  and 


the  Pacific  Islands ;  to  Loa  loa,  known  only 
in  West  Africa ;  and  to  Onchocerca  volvulus 
and  O.  ccbcuUcus,  found  in  tropical  America. 

W.  bancrofti  produces  obstruction  of  the 
lymphatics,  causing  chyluria  and  elephanti- 
asis. The  worm  is  ^cTo  m-  m  length  and  is 
contained  in  a  sheath  which  it  does  not 
completely  fill.  Its  intermediate  hosts  are 
species  of  mosquitoes,  in  particular  Culex 
fatigans  and  Aedes  variegatus. 

The  embryos  of  W.  bancrofti  are  found  in 
the  peripheral  blood  at  night,  and  are 
sucked  up  by  the  mosquito,  in  which  larvae 
are  produced.  From  the  larvae  they  enter 
the  skin  of  man  arid  pass  to  the  lymphatics 
and  mature,  forming  large  numbers  of 
embryos  (microfilariae) .  The  embryos  in  the 
peripheral  blood  may  be  destroyed  by 
antimony  and  potassium  (or  sodium)  tar- 
trate, or  by  arsenicals,  but  the  drugs  have 
no  effect  upon  the  adult  worm. 

Loa  loa  causes  subcutaneous  swellings  of 
considerable  size,  which  soon  disappear  and 
reappear  elsewhere.  The  worm  often  affects 
the  eye.  Similar  swellings  are  produced  by 
Onchocerca  species  which  are  transmitted 
to  man  by  the  bite  of  certain  flies  of  the 
order  Simuliidce,  and  known  in  some  parts 
of  the  world  as  sandflies. 


MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 


Action  of  Penicillin  on  Staphylococci. — A 

ommonly  accepted  belief  is  that  penicillin 
merely  bacteriostatic  in  action,  though 
ome  workers  assert  that  it  is  also  bac- 
ericidal,  but  only  when  in  concentrations 
igher  than  those  attainable  in  the  human 
ody.  Bigger  ("  Lancet,"  October  14,  p.  497) 
ives  an  account  of  experiments  which 
eem  to  show  that  penicillin  is  bactericidal 
o  Staphylococcus  pyogenes.  He  attributes 
he  failure  to  sterilise  broth  containing  S. 
yogenes  to  the  survival  of  a  number  of 
taphylococci,  to  which  he  gives  the  name 
)f  "persisters."  He  believes  that  these  per- 
isters  are  insensitive  to  penicillin,  because 
hey  are  temporarily  in  a  non-dividing 
Dhase,  and  because  penicillin  only  kills 
Dacteria  which  are  about  to  divide.  Unlike 
esistant  strains,  descendants  of  persisters 
ire  easily  killed  by  penicillin.  When  peni- 
;illin  fails  to  cure  staphylococcal  infections 
tn  the  body  it  is  because  some  of  the  cocci 
are  in  the  persister  phase.  The  author 
uggests  a  system  of  treatment  in  which 
penicillin  is  alternatively  administered  and 
withheld,  in  the  hope  that  bacteria  in  the 
persister  phase  will  divide  during  an  inter- 
mission, and  be  killed  by  penicillin  when  its 
administration  is  resumed. 


Sulphonamides  in  Meningococcal  Meningi- 
tis.— A  report  on  sulphonamide  therapy  for 
cerebro-spinal  fever,  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  for  Scotland,  traces  the 
behaviour  of  the  disease  in  Scotland  during 
the  past  forty  years  and  analyses  the 
records  of  2,223  cases  between  1936  and 
1 94 1,  according  to  the  specific  treatment 
methods  employed  (none,  serum  alone, 
sulphanilamide,  sulphapyridine,  sulpha- 
thiazole,  other  miscellaneous  sulphonamide 
drugs,  and  sulphonamides  with  serum  or 
antitoxin).  Use  of  the  sulphonamide  drugs 
is  recorded  to  have  caused  a  reduction  in 
the  fatality  rate  of  16-7  per  cent.  Mortality 
rates  were  found  to  be  closely  -  associated 
with  age,  the  maximal  rates  being  found 
at  ages  of  under  two  and  over  thirty-five 
years.  No  clear  advantages  seem  to  be 
possessed  by  the  three  main  sulphonamide 
drugs  (sulphanilamide,  sulphapyridine  and 
sulphathiazole)  over  any  other  member  of 
the  group,  and  no  precise  indication  is 
given  of  the  optimum  amount  of  the  drug 
which  should  be  employed.  Seventy  to 
80  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  clinically 
cured  with  sulphonamide  drugs  within  a 
period  of  four  weeks.  A  wide  variety  of 
complications  was  met  with.

Proprietary  Medicines 
Advertising 

r  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council 
eeting  on  December  5,  the  following  reso- 
tion,  moved  by  Mrs.  J.  K.  Irvine,  was 
issed : — 

"Since  there  is  a  widespread  abuse  in 
the  advertising  of  certain  proprietary 
medicines,  this  Council  considers  the  time 
is  now  ripe  for  appropriate  steps  to  be 
taken  so  that  the  public  can  be  protected 
against  this  type  of  misrepresentation. 
Consequently  this  Council  asks  the 
Minister  of  Health  to  set  up  a  department 
to  supervise  advertising  of  medicines 
and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  so 
that  no  advertising  which  is  inconsistent 
with  the  spirit  of  the  White  Paper  on 
Health  Service  should  be  put  before  the 
public." 

While  no  right-thinking  person  will 
uarrel  with  the  object  of  the  resolution, 
e.  the  supervision  of  proprietary  medicine 
dvertising,  the  resolution  itself,  as  officially 
ported,  is  vaguely  worded  and  lacking 
any  definite  proposal  to  meet  the  problem 
,  indeed,  such  a  problem  exists.  Briefly, 
hree  points  are  made  by  the  mover:  (1)  A 
widespread  abuse"  in  the  advertising  of 
certain  proprietary  medicines"  is  alleged 


against  which  the  public  should  be  pro- 
tected; (2)  the  Minister  of  Health  should 
be  asked  to  set  "up  a  department  to  super- 
vise advertising  of  proprietary  medicines 
and  medical  and  surgical  appliances;  (3) 
the  standard  of  watchfulness  is  to  be  based 
on  "the  spirit  of  the  White  Paper." 

It  is  difficult  to  comment  on  the  first 
point  in  the  absence  of  specific  information, 
such  as  the  names  of  the  defaulting  pro- 
prietary medicines  and  medical  and  surgical 
appliances,  or  of  the  discussion  that  pre- 
ceded the  passing  of  the  resolution,  but  it 
must  be  assumed  that  the  Council  had 
before  it  some  sort  of  evidence  that  the 
"widespread  abuse"  as  described  in  the 
resolution  does,  in  fact,  exist  to  an  extent 
sufficient  to  justify  the  drastic  action 
proposed.  No  information  is  provided  as 
to  the  types  of  advertising  media  used  to 
carry  the  alleged  "abuse,"  but  in  view  of 
the  voluntary  censorship  already  exercised 
both  by  newspapers  and  the  leading  manu- 
facturers of  proprietary  medicines  through 
their  trade  associations,  it  is  hardly  likely 
that  these  quarters  have  been  in  serious 
error.  Further,  the  advertising  of  medicines 
for  a  considerable  number  of  diseases  is 
already  prohibited  by  Acts  of  Parliament, 
so  it  cannot  be  claimed  that  the  public  is 
without  protection  against  misleading 
advertising  where  these  diseases  are  con- 
cerned. 

With  regard  to  the  second  point  (the 
proposed  setting  up  of  a  Government  depart- 
ment to  supervise  the  advertising  of  pro- 
prietary medicines),  it  seems  unnecessary 
to  employ  sledge-hammer  tactics  to  crack 
the  nut  of  "certain  proprietary  medicines" 
which,  in.  view  of  existing  safeguards  such 
as,  for  instance,  the  C.F.  ^tandards  scheme, 
must  be  few  in  number  and  small  in 
importance.  The  resolution,  it  should  be 
noted,  avoids  the  use  of  the  word  "con- 
trol," preferring  to  substitute  "supervise," 
presumably  in  the  naive  hope  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  will  assume  the  role  of 
a  watchdog. 

Apparently  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
standard  of  watchfulness  outlined  in  the 
third  point  to  be  translated  into  a  set  of 
rules  by  means  of  which  the  advertising 
material  for  proprietary  medicines  and 
appliances  is  to  be  judged.     It  will  be 
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interesting  to  learn  who  is  to  frame  the 
rules,  assuming  such  a  procedure  is  possible 
under  such  nebulous  terms  of  reference. 
This  part  of  the  resolution,  it  seems,  is  a 
contradiction  in  terms  if  by  the  "spirit  of 
the  White  Paper"  is  meant  the  supply  of 
all  medicines  free  of  cost  to  patients  under 
the  terms  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

Register  of  Closed  Businesses 

In  their  own  interests,  traders  who  have 
withdrawn  from  retail  non-food  businesses 
on  their  own  account  during  the  war  should 
apply  to  be  included  on  the  Board  of  Trade 
Register  and  List  of  Withdrawn  Retail 
Traders.  At  present  licences  are  required 
under  the  Location  of  Retail  Businesses 
Order  to  open  most  types  of  retail  non-food 
businesses  and  also  to  carry  on  the  services 
mentioned.  The  Government  have  decided 
that  this  Order  will  be  continued  for  some 
time  after  the  war  is  over.  During  the 
transition  period  licences  will  be  granted  as 
a  matter  of  course  to  people  on  the  Register 
who  wish  to  re-establish  themselves  in  their 
former  businesses,  either  in  the  same  pre- 
mises or  in  other  premises  in  the  same  area. 
If  a  trader  is  not  registered  the  grant  of  a 
licence  may  be  delayed.  Another  reason  for 
registration  is  that  unless  a  closed  business 
is  registered,  the  Licensing  Committees  will 
often  not  know  about  it,  and  therefore 
cannot  consider  the  interests  of  the  owner 
when  they  are  dealing  with  current  applica- 
tions for  licences. 

How  to  Apply  for  Registration 

Traders  are  eligible  for  registration  if  they 
have  closed  a  retail  shop  during  the  war 
and  for  war  reasons;  if  their  business  was 
carried  on  for  a  substantial  period  before 
it  was  closed,  and  if  they  traded  in  goods  or 
services  covered  by  the  Location  of  Retail 
Businesses  Order,  which  include  drugs, 
medicines,  medical  and  surgical  appliances, 
photographic  goods  of  all  kinds,  optical 
goods,  toilet  goods  and  preparations  and 
perfumery.  Traders  who  ceased  trading 
through  selling  their  businesses  as  going 
concerns  are  not  eligible  for  the  Register, 
but  their  names  will  be  included  on  a 
Supplementary  List.  This  List  is  a  record 
of  information  about  such  businesses,  which 
may  be  important  particularly  when,  owing 


to  war  circumstances,  there  was  a  fore 
sale.  Application  forms  for  registrati 
(R.T.R.  2)  and  copies  of  an  explanatc 
leaflet  may  be  obtained  from  Chambers 
Commerce,  Chambers  of  Trade,  Citize 
Advice  Bureaux  or  the  Board  of  Tra 
(R.T.R.),  Neville  House,  Page  Stre 
London,  S.W.i.  There  is  no  registrati 
fee,  and  all  information  given  by  applicar 
is  treated  as  confidential. 

Forces  Overseas 

Men  and  women  serving  overseas  mi 
prefer  to  apply  by  proxy  (usually  a  relati 
or  other  representative)  to  save  post 
delays.  If,  for  some  special  reason,  t] 
ex-trader  himself  is  unable  either  to  app 
or  to  authorise  another  person  to  do  so, 
member  of  his  family  can  apply  for  hit 
giving  details  of  the  exceptional  circur 
stances.  .  Traders  who  have  ceased  tradii 
in  shops  in  which  they  carried  on  a  retc 
business  in  these  goods  or  services  won 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  Board 
Trade  Register  and  List  of  Withdraw 
Retail  Traders.

NEW  BOOKS 

Concise  Pharmacology  and  Therapeutics. 

— F.  G.  Hobart,  Ph.C,  and  G.  Melton,  M.D. 
8£  in.  by  5^  in.  Pp.  168,  12s.  6d.  Leonard 
Hill,  Ltd.,  17  Stratford  Place,  London,  W.i. 
This  second  edition  is  almost  completely 
rewritten.  Many  new  and  important  drugs 
which  have  come  into  use  within  the  last 
few  years  are  concisely  dealt  with,  space 
being  found  by  minimising  or  excluding 
drugs  of  minor  medical  importance.  To 
expound  the  art  of  prescribing,  numerous 
prescriptions  are  given  in  the  text,  but  the 
examples,  being  mostly  of  the  kind  found 
in  hospital  formularies,  i.e.,  stock  mixtures, 
are  hardly  relevant  to  the  true  art  of 
prescribing,  which  is  surely  to  administer 
the  correct  mixture  and  dose  for  an  indi- 
vidual patient. 

Pharmacology. — J.  H.  Gaddum,  Sc.D., 
M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  8£in.  by  5iin.,  pp.  460. 
2 is.  Humphrey  Milford,  Oxford  University 
Press,  Amen  House,  Warwick  Square, 
London,  E.C.4.  The  author  is  Professor  of 
Pharmacology  in  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh. After  a  chapter  on  diet,  the  work 
proceeds  to  give  an  account  of  the  vitamins 
and  hormones,  and  passes  on  to  drugs 
acting  on  the  central  nervous  system,  brain, 
sensory  nerves,  motor  nerve  endings, 
muscles,  alimentary  canal,  etc.  Next  comes 
a  chapter  on  proteins,  toxic  elements,  and 
substances  which  destroy  life  (including 
disinfectants).  Two  chapters  on  chemo- 
therapy deal  with  drugs  acting  on  worms 
and  protozoa,  malaria,  trypanosom.es, 
syphilis,  and  leprosy,  rounding  off  with 
up-to-date  accounts  of  the  latest  additions 
to  the  pharmacologist's  armamentarium :

A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  was  held  on  December  5 
and  6,  the  president  (Mr.  F.  G.  Wells)  in  the 
chair.  All  members  of  Council  were  present 
except  Professor  W.  J.  Dilling,  from  whom 
an  apology  for  absence  had  been  received. 

Tuesday's  Proceedings 

On  the  motion  of  Mrs.  J.  K.  Irvine,  the 
following  resolution  was  passed :  "  Since 
there  is  a  widespread  abuse  in  the  advertis- 
ing of  certain  proprietary  medicines,  this 
Council  considers  the  time  is  now  ripe  for 
appropriate  steps  to  be  taken  so  that  the 
public  can  be  protected  against  this  type  of 
misrepresentation.  Consequently  this  Coun- 
cil asks  the  Minister  of  Health  to  set  up  a 
department  to  supervise  advertising  of 
medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appli- 
ances so  that  no  advertising  which  is 
inconsistent  with  the  spirit  of  the  White 
Paper  on  Health  Services  should  be  put  be- 
fore the  public."  (Editorial  comment,  p.  639.) 

Sale  of  Chemicals  to  Children 

The  Council  authorised  publication  of  the 
following  statement:  "Several  accidents 
have  recently  occurred  which  emphasise  the 
need  for  greater  discrimination  in  the  supply 
of  chemicals  to  school  children.  Opinions 
may  differ  as  to  the  extent  to  which 
chemicals  should  be  supplied  to  school 
children  for  the  purpose  of  private  experi- 
ment, either  with  or  without  assurances 
from  teachers  or  parents  to  the  supplier. 
These  accidents  serve  to  show,  however, 
that  powerful  oxidising  and.  reducing 
agents  and  other  substances  liable  to 
produce  violent  effects  should  in  no  circum- 
stances be  supplied  to  children  for  this 
purpose,  and  pharmacists  are  advised  to 
refuse  all  requests  from  school  children 
for  such  substances." 

It  was  reported  that  the  Lord  President 
of  the  Council  had  issued  a  direction 
authorising  similar  arrangements  for  the 
1945  Council  election  to  those  made  in 
1944.  Recommendations  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary Fund  Committee  concerning  steps 
to  be  taken  to  augment  the  fund  and  to 
make  contact  with  pharmacists  who  were 
contemplating  standing  as  parliamentary 
candidates  were  adopted. 

Correspondence 

Letters  were  received  from  Crosby 
Pharmacists'  Association  urging  the  Society 
and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 


to  formulate  one  plan  representing  the  view 
of  pharmacists  on  a  national  medic? 
service  for  joint  presentation  to  th 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  stating  that  th 
Association  viewed  with  concern  that  th 
White  Paper  proposals  on  a  nations 
medical  service  allocated  for  payment  t 
doctors  and  chemists  a  sum  based  on  pre 
war  remuneration  which,  so  far  as  paymen 
to  chemists  was  concerned,  was  totall 
inadequate ;  from  Coventry  and  Warwick 
shire  Branch  drawing  the  attention  of  th 
Society  to  the  demobilisation  of  pharma 
cists  and  asking  that  the  Society  should  d< 
all  in  its  power  to  press  for  the  inclusion  o 
pharmacists  in  the  highest  priority  clas 
for  demobilisation;  and  from  the  Clerk  o 
the  Council,  Privy  Council  Office,  approvinj 
the  appointment  of  members  of  the  board 
of  examiners  for  England  and  Wales  anc 
Scotland  for  1945. 

Interrupted  Apprenticeships 

A  report  was  received  on  discussion 
between  representatives  of  the  Society  anc 
the  National  Joint  Industrial  Council  foi 
Retail  Pharmacy  concerning  an  invitatior 
from  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  Nationa 
Service  to  the  J.I.C.,  to  prepare  a  scheme 
for  assisting  persons  whose  apprenticeships 
had  been  interrupted  by  war  service.  The 
outcome  of  the  discussions  was  that  the  J.I. C, 
would  confine  itself  to  dealing  with  persons 
serving  apprenticeships  without  intending 
to  qualify  as  pharmacists.  This  did  no1 
imply  that  the  J.I.C.  was  in  favour  of  an^j 
form  of  apprenticeship  in  retail  pharmacy 
other  than  that  under  articles  of  pupilage 
registered  with  the  Society. 

Consideration  was  given  to  a  statement 
of  views  on  the  vocational  training  oi 
disabled  persons,  a  matter  which  the  J.I.C. 
proposed  to  submit  to  the  Ministry  oi 
Labour  and  National  Service  in  response  tc 
an  invitation.  The  Council  had  no  commenl 
to  make  upon  the  views  expressed. 

Rodent  Destruction  Materials 

It  was  reported  that,  following  repre- 
sentations from  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Infestation  Branch  that  some  difficulty  had 
been  experienced  in  obtaining  from  phar- 
macists supplies  of  materials  recommended 
for  rodent  destruction,  arrangements  were 
being  made  for  the  matter  to  be  dealt  with 
locally  through  branches  of  the  Society, 
and  a  communication  would  be  sent  to 
branches  on  the  matter. 
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It  was  reported  that  the  Central  Phar- 
aceutical  War  Committee  and  Scottish 
entral  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
id  issued  the  statement  given  below. 

emobilisation  Proposals 

In  the  early  months  of  this  year  the  Central 
harmaceutical  War  Committee  furnished  the 
[inistry  of  Health  with  proposals  for  the 
emobilisation  of  pharmacists  and  dispensers, 
a  the  memorandum  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
f  Health  the  following  proposals  were  made : — 

(1)  That  pharmacists  and  dispensers  should 
e  demobilised  on  a  basis  of  age  and  length  of 
jrvice. 

(2)  That,  during  the  period  of  demob ilisation, 
le  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
aould  be  the  channel  for  applications  for  the 
jlease  of  certain  individual  pharmacists  or 
ispensers  on  the  basis  of  civilian  needs. 

(3)  That,  in  the  event  of  recruitment  con- 
inuing  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  the 
resent  maqhmery  for  the  withdrawal  of  men 
:om  civil  life  should  be  continued. 

Pharmacists  and  dispensers,  though  not 
pecifically  mentioned  in  the  recently  published 
rovernment  plans  for  the  reallocation  of  man- 
ower  between  the  Armed  Forces  and  civilian 
mployment  in  the  interim  period  between  the 
efeat  of  Germany  and  the  defeat  of  Japan, 
/ill  be  eligible  under  Class  A  for  release  on  a 
>asis  of  age  and  length  of  service. 

They  will  not  form  one  of  the  "occupational 
lasses"  to  be  specified  by  the  Ministry  of 
^abour  and  National  Service  as  "required  for 
■ertain  urgent  reconstruction  employments," 
men  belonging  to  which  will  be  specially 
ransf erred  from  the  Forces  under  Class  B. 
^ovision  is,  however,  made  'under  Class  B  for 
:he  transfer  of  a  limited  number  of  "individual 
specialists"  for  whose  transfer  application  may 
?e  made  through  Government  Departments, 
t  is  understood  that  applications  in  respect  of 
pharmacists  and  dispensers  will  be  entertained 
n  exceptional  cases  where  their  return  to 
civilian  life  is  considered  essential  for  civilian 
pharmaceutical  needs.  Men  so  transferred  from 
the  Forces  under  Class  B  will  be  liable  to  be 
recalled  to  the  Forces  if  they  discontinue  the 
civilian  work  for  which  they  were  transferred. 

Applications  for  transfer  cannot  be  considered 
until  the  general  demobilisation  scheme  is  put 
into  operation,  and  will  be  subject  to  conditions 
which  will  be  published  at  that  time.  In  the 
main  the  civilian  service  must  rely  for  reinforce- 
ment upon  those  pharmacists  and  dispensers 
who  are  demobilised  in  Class  A.  The  Govern- 
ment plans  also  provide  for  the  continued 
recruitment  of  young  men  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  release  of  more  groups  in  Class  A  and  to 
compensate  for  any  transfers  from  the  Forces 
under  Class  B. — Hugh  N.  Linstead

Wednesday's  Proceedings 

The  President  reported,  with  great 
regret,  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Hay,  Aber- 
deen  (a  member  of  the  North  British 
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Executive  and  former  chairman  of  that 
body) ,  and  Mr.  A.  A.  Meld  rum  paid  a  tribute 
to  Mr.  Hay's  qualities.  The  death  of  Pro- 
fessor J.  H.  Priestly  (University  of  Leeds), 
a  member  of  the  board  of  examiners, 
1926-39,  was  also  reported. 

The  following  have  been  appointed 
examiriers  for  the  Diploma  in  Biochemical 
Analysis  in  England :  Messrs.  H.  E. 
Archer,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  F.R.I.C.,  Ph.C, 
and  H.  H.  Barber,  Ph.D.,  B.Sc,  F.R.I.C. ; 
the  following  have  been  appointed  exam- 
iners for  Scotland:  Messrs.  F.  J.  Elliott, 
M.Sc,  Ph.D.,  F.R.I.C,  and  C.  P.  Stewart, 
M.Sc,  Ph.D. 

The  minutes  of  the  Education,  Benevo- 
lent Fund,  Establishment,  and  Finance 
Committees  were  agreed  to. 

Financial  Prospects 

Mr.  H.  C.  Shaw,  speaking  on  the  esti- 
mates for  1945,  said  the  estimated  increase 
in  income  was  roughly  ^24,000,  and  the 
estimated  increase  in  expenditure  about 
■£4,000.  The  main  increases  came  from 
increased  fees,  which  accounted  for  about 
^22,000.  The  Committee  anticipated  that 
the  same  number  of  retail  shops  would  be 
in  existence,  and  that  the  figure  would  be 
stationary.  They  had,  of  course,  the 
voluntary  fee,  which  had  brought  in  about 
^4,500  in  the  previous  year.  On  the  ex- 
penditure side  the  main  increases  were  on 
the  College  and  in  law  and  administration. 
Increased  administration  expenses  were 
chiefly  due  to  an  extension  of  war  bonuses, 
etc.,  and  the  law  increase  was  to  provide  for 
the  inspectors  returning  from  the  Forces. 
Altogether  they  were  left  with  a  surplus, 
subject  to  the  Schedule  A  income  tax  on 
the  requisitioned  Brunswick  Square  build- 
ing, and  possibly  other  items  there,  of 
about  ^16,710,  and  it  was  the  direction  of 
the  Council  that  ^15,000  of  this  should  go 
into  the  new  premises  fund.  The  balance 
was  for  the  development  of  the  post-war 
activities  of  the  Society.  Some  part  of  that 
had  already  gone  into  organisation,  a  little 
bit  was  going  into  the  "Pharmaceutical 
Journal,"  and  in  various  ways  they  were 
getting  back  as  they  could.  In  war-time 
things  were  topsy-turvy.  It  was  not 
possible  to  estimate  with  the  same  degree 
of  accuracy  as  in  normal  times.  The 
position  really  was  not  too  easy,  and  he  was 
not  over-optimistic.  On  the  capital  side 
they  were  not  anticipating  any  expenditure 
on  the  new  building  during  the  coming 
year.  They  had  about  ^100,000  in  hand 
for  that  purpose,  and,  if  and  when  the 
opportunity  came,  a  scheme  for  raising  the 
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remainder  would  be  submitted.  Whether 
the  scheme  was  in  the  form  of  bonds  issued 
to  members  over  a  period  of  time  at  a  rate 
of  interest  he  did  not  know. 

Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal  (vice-president)  said 
the  surplus  of  ^17,000  odd  was  a  paper 
surplus.  How  much  of  the  surplus  would 
be  left  to  them  at  the  end  of  the  year  would 
depend,  to  some  extent,  upon  the  chairmen 
of  the  committees.  The  surplus  would 
gradually  go,  as  they  knew,  by  supple- 
mentary estimates,  and  he  felt  the  Council 
should  look  closely  into  any  supplementary 
estimates,  unless  they  were  going  to  finish 
with  that  surplus,  which  they  needed  so 
much  for  purposes  of  the  new  building  and 
other  matters. 

Mr.  Shaw  said  a  very  important  point 
had  been  raised  by  the  vice-president.  They 


would,  as  the  vice-president  had  pointed  oul 
in  his  remarks,  have  to  go  very  carefully  or 
the  expenditure  side. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson,  who  moved  the 
minutes  of  the  Organisation  Committee, 
said  a  lecture  had  been  arranged  foi 
January  n  on  "The  Health  Services  oi 
the  Soviet  Union";  the  minutes  were 
agreed  to.  The  minutes  of  the  Public 
Service  Committee,  moved  by  Mr.  McNeal, 
were  approved  in  committee.  The  minutes 
of  the  War  Aid  Committee,  which  were 
submitted  by  Mr.  W.  Deacon,  recorded 
that  grants  had  been  voted  to  four  out  oi 
five  applicants  for  assistance.  Since  the 
beginning  of  iQ'42,  543  parcels  of  tinned 
foods  had  been  received  from  pharmacists 
in  Australia  and  New  Zealand  for  bombed 
chemists. 


REPORT  ON  DRUG  SAMPLINGS 


The  report  of  the  Birmingham  city  analyst 
for  the  third  quarter  of  1944  states  that 
1,379  samples  were  taken.  Of  these,  121 
were  drugs,  and  twelve  drug  samples  were 
found  incorrect.  A  sample  of  "Cod  liver 
oil  emulsion  with  hypophosphites  of  lime 
and  soda"  was  labelled  with  approximate 
amounts  of  hypophosphites  of  sodium  and 
calcium  and  hypophosphorous  acid,  but 
the  sample  contained  none.  The  back  of 
the  bottle  bore  a  statement  that  the  Min- 
istry of  Health  had  forbidden  the  further 
manufacture  of  hypophosphites  and  that, 
in  consequence,  the  emulsion  -was  being 
prepared  without  these  ingredients.  The 
analyst  regarded  i/t  as  unfortunate  that  the 
slip  label  was  placed  on  the  back  of  the 
bottle.  A  sample  of  health  salt,  stated  to 
contain  45-5  per  cent,  sodium  bicarbonate, 
35-1  per  cent,  tartaric  and  citric  acids  and 
18-9  per  cent,  sodium  sulphate  contained, 
owing  to  interaction,  much  less  of  the  first 
three  ingredients  but  some  excess  of  sodium 
sulphate.  The  makers  are  now  using  a 
revised  formula.  A  liniment  stated  to  be 
a  mixture  of  tincture  of  capsicum,  100, 
and  glycerin,  5,  was  found  to  contain  only 
1  *5  per  cent,  glycerin,  while  the  tincture 
was  made  with  methylated  spirit.  The 
retailer  was  cautioned.  A  sample  of  Par- 
rish's  food  contained  only  o-68  per  cent, 
ferrous  phosphate  against  0-70  per  cent., 
the  remaining  iron  having  been  precipitated 
as  insoluble  ferric  phosphate.  The  makers 
replaced  the  faulty  bottles  by  supplies  of 
recent  manufacture.  A  bottle  labelled 
"Improved  Parrish's  Chemical  Food"  did 
not  correspond  to  the  formula  of  the  B.P., 
containing   only   0-96   per  cent,  calcium 


phosphate  against  1-4  per  cent.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  the  word  "improved 
was  hardly  applicable  to  a  product  con- 
taining 30  per  cent,  less  of  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal constituents,  and  the  manufacturer 
agreed  to  revise  the  formula. 

A  sample  of  rose-hip  syrup  which  had 
fermented  showed  a  deficiency  of  40  per 
cent,  in  vitamin-C  content.  The  makers 
pointed  out  that  the  preparation  could 
only  be  made  once  a  year,  as  fresh  rose  hips 
were  used,  and  that  there  was  a  progressive 
loss  of  vitamin  during  months  of  storage; 
they  had  tried  to  make  up  the  loss  by 
adding  10  per  cent,  during  manufacture. 

Stone  in  Senna  Pods 

A  sample  of  senna  pods  contained  a  stone 
which  weighed  5  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 
The  suppliers  said  that  the  pods  as  imported 
always  contained  grit,  which  they  removed 
by  shaking  the  pods  through  a  \  in.  sieve, 
and  that  either  the  cleaning  had  failed  to 
dislodge  an  adherent  stone  or  the  contam- 
ination was  accidental,  occurring  during 
storage  by  the  retailer.  Three  samples  of 
seidlitz  powders  showed  carelessness  in 
weighing,  which  was  attributed  by  the 
makers  to  the  type  of  labour  they  had.  to 
employ.  A  promise  was  given  to  carry  out 
more  check  weighings.  A  sample  of  fifty 
sodium  citrate  tablets  marked  "3  grains" 
contained  thirty-six  genuine  2-gr.  tablet 
and  fourteen  containing  1-72  gr.  The  re- 
tailer's explanation  was  that  the  tablets 
were  supplied  from  an  old  container  with 
an  indistinct  label  which  was  read  as 
"3-grain  tablets"  but  must  have  been 
"2-grain."

Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger  (secretary  of  the

e  considered  as  a  whole.  The  work  should 
e  done  only  by  registered  pharmacists, 
rtio  should  be  well  trained  in  up-to-date 
lethods.  They  should  be  prepared  to 
ender  professional  advice  to  the  medical 
rofession  and  the  local  authorities  when 
equired.  It  seemed  advisable  that  at  least 
wo  registered  pharmacists  should  be  em- 
loyed  at  each  set  of  premises,  and  that 
)harmacists  should  form  their  own  com- 
nittees  to  look  after  their  own  interests, 
tnd  not  wait  for  official  organisations  to  be 
leveloped.  The  committees  could  elect 
heir  own  representatives  to  the  National 
iealth  Services  Council.  The  out-patients' 
lepartments  of  hospitals  should  continue 
o  deal  with  serious  cases  referred  to 
pecialists  in  the  hospitals.  Health  centres 
should  only  be  organised  in  districts  where 
existing  practitioners'  services  were  inade- 
quate to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  ser- 
vice, The  meeting  was  then  thrown  open  for 


discussion.  Mr.  E.  W.  Mann  expressed 
surprise  that  Mr.  Grainger  had  suggested 
that  a  full  dispensing  service  would  be 
available  in  all  institutions,  many  of  which 
had  a  long  way  to  go  before  they  could 
undertake  such  a  service. 

Mr.  Oliver  said  that,  notwithstanding 
Mr.  Marshall's  case  for  th£  retention  of  the 
dispensing  service  by  the  retail  chemist,  the 
introduction  of  health  centres  was  bound 
'to  come,  and  fifty  years  or  less  would 
probably  see  the  end  of  the  retafl  dispensing 
chemist. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Adams  expressed  the  view  that 
the  retail  pharmacist  would  find  himself 
well  able  to  handle  the  new  service,  and 
enumerated  other  ways  in  which  the  retail 
pharmacist  served  the  public. 

Mr.  Buchan  viewed  with  great  dissatis- 
faction the  present  remuneration  for  N.H.I, 
dispensing,  and  considered  that  the  chemist 
could  not  afford  to  neglect  his  counter  trade 
on  account  of  dispensing. 

Pharmacy's  Chance 

Mr.  A.  H.  Moseley  said  pharmacy's 
chance  had  come  to  break  away  from 
trade  and  establish  itself  as  a  true  profes- 
sion ;  an  adequate  fee  would  then  ber 
essential. 

Mr.  Margin  questioned  whether  the 
number  of  errors  with  fatal  results  attri- 
buted to  hospital  dispensaries  was  not 
higher  than  the  figure  for  retail  dispensaries. 
He  also  complained  of  the  exhibition  by  a 
certain  multiple  firm  of  posters  advertising 
"N.H.I,  dispensing  while  you  wait."  It 
was  only  reasonable  to  assume  that  these 
shops  found  themselves  in  a  more  advanta- 
geous position  than  private  pharmacists  in 
regard  to  staff. 

Mr.  Ball  expressed  concern  at  the 
continuous  increase  in  official  control  and 
interference  with  the  responsibilities  of  the 
individual. 


Wasted  Effort? — From  our  standpoint

The  annual  meeting  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association 
was  held  in  Belfast  on  December  5,  when 
office-bearers  for  the  year  were  elected. 
Mr.  H.  P.  Crossin  (president),  in  proposing 
the  election  of  Mr.  A.,  E.  Johnston  as  his 
successor,  expressed  confidence  that  in 
him  they  would  have  a  man  whose  attend- 
ances at  committee  and  subcommittee 
meetings  was  ample  proof  of  his  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Association.  Before 
vacating  the  chair  Mr.  Crossin  thanked 
the  other  officers  and  members  of  the 
executive  committee  for  loyal  support 
during  the  year.  He  had  had  practical 
proof  of  their  regard  in  February,  he  said, 
when  they  made  a  presentation  to  him  on 
the  occasion  of  a  happy  event  in  his  family. 
He  would  always  cherish  their  gift  as  a 
reminder  of  a  happy  year.  Mr.  A.  Steede 
seconded  the  proposition,  and  Mr.  Johnston 
was  elected  President  with  acclamation. 

Presidential  Address 

Mr.  Johnston,  in  his  presidential  address, 
said  that  in  the  past  that  committee  had 
been  fortunate  in  its  choice  of  presidents. 
Members  had  been  served — and  in  no  small 
measure  guided — by  a  succession  of  presi- 
dents who  had  proved  themselves  wise  and 
tactful,  especially  in  matters  pertaining  to 
the  well-being  of  Ulster's  retail  drug  trade 
and  in  furthering  the  Association.  He 
therefore  felt  inadequate;  even  more  so 
when  he  visualised  some  of  the  problems  to 
be  encountered.  The  committee,  although 
it  still  included  many  of  the  older  stalwarts, 
was  being  kept  up  to  full  strength  with 
new  blood.  In  particular  the  ladies  who  had 
been  introduced  during  the  past  year  had 
given  valuable  help,  especially  in  social 
affairs,  and  members  from  Bangor,  Lame 
and  Lurgan  had  proved  their  worth. 
During  five  years  of  war,  chemists  in  North- 
ern Ireland  had  had  their  share  of  personal 
inconvenience  and  difficulties.  They  had 
nevertheless  a  great  deal  to  be  thankful 
for,  having  been  spared  much  that  their 
English  friends  had  had  to  suffer.  The  war 
in  Europe  at  that  moment  was.  being 
fiercely  contested,  but  the  end,  they  all 
believed,  was  now  definitely  in  sight.  With 
the  European  war  over,  a  considerable 
burden  would  be  eased,  and  they  should  be 
able  to  reach  forward  and  put  their  shops 
in  order  so  that  they  might  receive  their 
full  and  just  share  of  the  better  times  that 
lay  ahead.  He  feared,  however,  that,  with 
the  end  of  hostilities,  their  burdens  and 


difficulties  in  the  pharmacy  world  would  nc 
be  entirely  removed,  for  a  time  anyhow. 

There  would  be  the  major  issues  cor 
nected  with  the  National  Health  schem< 
which  he  thought  could  be  set  out  unde 
two   main   headings :    Were   chemists  t 
provide  from  their  existing  pharmacies 
service  for  dispensing  and  the  supply  of  a 
necessary  medicines,  drugs  and  appliances 
Their  schooling  and  specialised  training 
together    with    the    disposition    of  thei 
pharmacies  throughout  the  cities,  town 
and  villages,  entitled  them  to  assert  tha 
they  were  able  to  give  a  completely  ade 
quate  and  efficient  service.     They  wew 
willing  to  co-operate  with  the  Government 
but  would  not  accept  a  scheme  in  whicl 
the  bulk  of  the  dispensing  was  to  be  dorij 
through  health  centres,  and  in  which  the} 
received  only  the  thankless  duty  of  filling 
in  the  gaps.  They  could  rely  on  the  backing 
of  the  public,  who,  after  all,  must  have  th« 
last  word.     Secondly,  what  remuneratior 
or  payment  was  to  be  made  for  the  various 
medicines,  drugs  and  appliances  and  what 
dispensing  or  professional  fee  ?   Both  these 
had  been  grossly  insufficient  up  to  the 
present.    They  were  becoming  a  matter  of 
bitter  controversy  and  reproach  amongst 
pharmacists. 

Appeal  for  Support 

The  President  made  a  strong  appeal  foi 
intensified  and  increased  support  of  the 
Association.  After  a  number  of  years  of 
constant  work  on  the  part  of  the  executive 
committee,  especially  by  the  efforts  of  its 
officers  and  the  efficiency  of  its  office  staff, 
there  had  been  built  up  a  strong  Associa- 
tion. They  now  had  numerical  strength, 
but  they  had  not  yet  "achieved,  as  they 
should  and  must,  that  unity  in  the  ranks 
which  would  enable  them,  with  a  member- 
ship of  nearly  500,  to  speak  with  a  united 
and  forceful  voice  on  any  matter  of  general 
concern.  There  was  no  dissension  but  a 
certain  apathy  amongst  a  percentage  of 
their  members.  He  suggested  that  in  the 
coming  year  they  should  organise  a  "get 
together"  policy.  There,  he  firmly  believed, 
lay  the  future  success  of  pharmacy  in 
Northern  Ireland.  That  was  to  be  accom- 
plished, first,  by  organising  local  com- 
mittees, both  in  the  country  areas,  where 
they  were  not  already  functioning  or  had 
lapsed,  and  in  the  city,  where  the  need 
was  equally  important.  Secondly,  by  send- 
ing deputations  from  that  committee  to 
various  centres  from  time  to  time  to  help 
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2m  to  get  together  and  sort  out  their 
iblems  and  grievances,  and  to  hear  their 
ice  on  any  important  matter  that  might 
tif ront  the  pharmaceutical  trade .  The  third 
int  in  the  programme  was  the  promotion 

further  social  functions.  These  had 
oved  .an  outstanding  success,  and  were, 

thought,  leading  to  a  better  feeling  and 
derstanding  in  the  trade.  The  final  item 
is  propaganda,  a  powerful '  weapon  if 
elded  in  the  right  way. 
The  committee  hoped  that  registration  of 
e  Chemists  Friends'  Association  as  a 
ide  union  would  result  in  the  carrying  out 
a  more  positive  C.F.  policy.  He  under- 
>od  that  it  would  now  be  possible  to 
introduce  the  window  display  conditions 
:d  to  insist  upon  the  conditions  being 
rried  out. 

The  immediate  past-president  (Mr.  Hugh 
ossin)  had  expressed  his  desire  to  see  a 
ta  system  devised  which  would  establish 
rmanently  the  earlier  closing  hours  most 
them  had  enjoyed.  Should  the  extended 
alth  service  come  into  operation,  either 
!e  Government  or  public  opinion  might 
quire  something  by  way  of  late  service. 
The  Secretary  (Mr.  James  McClenahan) 
ported  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Deal  Government  had  turned  down  again 
e  Association's  request  for  the  appoint- 
ent  of  two  practising  pharmacists  to  the 
jealth  Advisory  Committee,  and  he  was 
rected  to  raise  the  matter  at  the  next 
eeting  of  the  Chamber  of  Trade.  It  was 
so  decided  to  have  a  question  asked  at 
cormont.

There  is  a  fairly  steady  tone  about  the 
markets  generally,  but  the  approaching  end 
of  the  year  is  already  beginning  to  be  felt 
in  various  directions.  The  week  has  been 
devoid  of  special  interest,  and  practically 
all  prices  are  unaltered,  with  no  notable 
change  in  the  supply  position.  In  Phar- 
maceutical Chemicals,  one  price  advance 
has  been  notified — an  increase  of  twopence 
per  lb.  in  Lactic  acid,  B.P.,  Calcium 
lactate  and  Calcium  sodium  lactate. 
Business  in  this  section  has  been  about 
average,  with  fair  supplies  of  most  products 
available  to  buyers. 

Dealers  in  Crude  Drugs  report  quiet 
conditions,  with  some  inquiry.  Spot  stocks  of 
Sumatra  Benzoin  are  practically  exhausted, 
and  a  high  price  is  mentioned  for  any  re- 
maining small  supplies.

Dilutions  of  Dangerous  Drugs 

Sir,— We  are  indebted  to  you  for  your 
report  about  four  recent  actions  at  Stirling 
(C.  6-  D.,  December  g,  p.  602)  and  your 
admirable  note  at  p.  613.  As  regards  the 
report  at  p.  602,  it  is  only  right,  however, 
to  mention  that  the  position  is  made  clear 
in  Martindale  in  the  sections  on  cocaine, 
morphine  and  Dangerous  Drugs  respec- 
tively. When  we  stated  to  the  sheriff  that 
the  accused  had  been  misled  by  their  pro- 
fessional guide,  there  was  some  mention 
of  Martindale,  and  it  was  unfortunately 
assumed  that  this  was  the  book  to  which 
we  were  referring.  In  point  of  fact,  the 
references  in  court  to  Martindale  were 
not  as  definite  as  the  short  report  suggests. 
We  shall  be  obliged  if  in  your  next  issue 
you  will  make  it  clear  that  Martindale  does 
deal  with  the  matter,  and  that  our  reference 
to  "the  Chemists'  Bible"  was  intended  to 
refer,  not  to  Martindale,  but  to  two  other 
well-known  publications.  We  shall  fully 
explain  the  position  to  the  sheriff  on  Janu- 
ary 11,  and  on  that  occasion  shall  try  to 
avoid  mentioning  any  other  names.

A  Serving  Pharmacist  Looks  Ahead 

Sir,  —  Pharmacists  serving  with  the 
Forces  today  can  be  found  wherever  de- 
tachments of  the  Royal  Army  Medical 
Corps  are  operating,  from  the  malaria-in- 
fested hills  of  Burma  to  the  equally  un- 
healthy regions  of  West  Africa.  Some  are 
engaged  in  the  dispensaries  of  large  base 
hospitals';  while  others  have  a  more  active 
life  with  field  units.  A  few,  it  is  true,  have 
forsaken  the  Medical  Corps,  and  are  to  be 
found  in  combatant  units  of  the  Army  and 
in  the  other  services.  As  the  great  majority 
of  us,  however,  will  be  returning  to  phar- 
macy when  our .  demobilisation  papers  are 
eventually  received,  the  conditions  prevail- 
ing in  retail  pharmacy  at  the  time  of  our 
return  to  civilian  life  are  naturally  of  vital 
interest  to  us.  We  are  not  always  able  to 
keep  in  touch  with  events  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical world  at  home,  and  this  applies 
particularly  to  those  of  us  stationed  in  the 
more  remote  parts  of  the  globe.  What  little 
we  have  heard  of  the  proposed  reforms  in 


the  State  medical  services  makes  no  me 
tion  of  the  position  the  dispensing  chem 
will  hold  in  the  new  order  of  things.  I  pi 
sume  that  the  National  Pharmaceutic 
Union  is  following  events  closely  in  ord 
to  protect  the  interests  of  its  membe: 
Are  members  at  home  giving  their  orga 
isation  their  full  and  active  support  ?  Fro 
a  recent  letter,  I  learn  that  preparatio 
are  being  made  for  negotiations  with  t 
Government  in  respect  of  the  Nation 
Health  Service  and  the  dispensing  chemisi 
remuneration.  Upon  this  vital  matter 
hope  that  everyone  is  of  one  mind,  ai 
that  during  the  past  five  years  of  war  tl 
state  of  apathy  formerly  so  widesprej 
amongst  pharmacists  has  been  replaced  1 
a  healthy  spirit  of  co-operation.  Sure 
these  years  have  provided  sufficient  illu 
tration  of  the  necessity  for  combined  ai 
co-ordinated  effort  by  all  if  satisfacto] 
results  are  to  be  obtained !  It  is  perha] 
unfortunate  that  those  of  us  who  will  1 
most  affected  by  any  new  conditions  intr 
duced — the  younger  pharmacists — are  m 
in  a  position  to  give  their  active  suppo 
during  the  present  discussions.  It  is  lei 
therefore,  to  the  older  members  to  do  the 
best  for  the  profession  as  a  whole  by  givii 
their  full  support  to  the  N.P.U.,  upc 
whom  the  brunt  of  the  work  will  fall.
